Pre-Term Birth Rate — 
Drops Three Percent 


Fewer Babies Face Health Risks 
of an Early Birth 


The nation’s preterm birth rate dropped for the second consecutive 
year. New nationwide statistics shows a 3 percent decline in the preterm 
-birth rate, according to a report released today by the National Center 
for Health Statistics. _ 

March of Dimes officials say they are encouraged and hope that the de- 
cline is a new trend in infant health. The data are based on 99.9 percent 
of USS. births and the improvement must be confirmed in the final data. 

“We're beginning to see the benefits of years of hard work by the 
March of Dimes and its partners. This decline, although small, is heart- 
ening,” said Dr. Jennifer L. Howse, president of the March of Dimes. “It 
means about 14,000 babies were spared the health risks of an early birth. 
We hope that this is just the beginning of what's possible, and that efforts 
such as health care reform and our programs to make woman and their » 
doctors aware of things they can do to lower the risk of a preterm birth 
will continue to bear fruit in years to come.” 

“The preterm birth rate dropped to 12.3 percent, according to the re- 
port, “Births: Preliminary Data for 2008,’ which was released today by 
the Nationa: Center for Heath Statistics. That’s down from the 2007 pre- 
liminary rate of 12.7 percent. The declines follow a more than 20 percent 
increase in the preterm birth rate between 1990 and 2006. 

Premature birth is a serious and costly problem, the March of Dimes 
says. Even with the decline in the preterm birth rate, more than a half 
million babies are born too soon in the United States each year, costing 
the nation more than $26 billion annually. Babies who survive an early 
birth often face lifelong health challenges, including cerebral palsy, blind- 
ness, hearing loss, learning disabilities, and other chronic conditions. 
Even infants born “late preterm” — between 34 and 36 weeks gestation — 
have a greater risk of re-hospitalization, breathing problems, feeding diffi- 
culties, temperature instability (hypothermia), jaundice, ae ‘brain 
development and learning problems. 

The March of Dimes says 79 percent of the decline in the preterm 
birth rate occurred among late preterm babies. There are known strate- 
gies that can lower the risk an early birth -- such as smoking cessation 
programs, progesterone treatments for women with a history of preterm 
birth, avoiding multiples from fertility treatments and avoiding unneces- 
sary c-sections and inductions before 39 weeks.

Emmet County Pertussis Cases 
Confirm Need to Immunize against 
Vaccine-preventable Diseases . | 


(April 19, 2010) In a typical year, three or four cases of 
pertussis, or whooping cough, are reported to the Health 
Department from its four-county district. So far this year, 
six cases of pertussis from Emmet County alone have 
been reported, confirming the need to raise awareness 
about vaccination against pertussis and many other com- 
municable diseases. 

“National Infant Immunization Week is a good re- 
minder to review your family’s immunization records and 
make sure everyone’s immunizations are up-to-date,’ said 
Pat Fralick, Director of Family & Community Health at 
the Health Department of Northwest Michigan. 

Children should receive the DTaP immunization, 
which provides protection against diphtheria, tetanus, 
and pertussis, at two, four, six and fifteen months and 
again between ages four and six years. The protection re- 
ceived from pertussis vaccinations administered in child- 
hood begins to wear off after five to ten years, leaving 
ren teenagers, and adults at risk. 

“The best way to help prevent preteens, teenagers, and 
aie from getting pertussis is to make sure they receive 
the Tdap booster shot. It also protects against tetanus and 
diphtheria,” said Fralick. 

All preteens and teenagers should receive a single Tdap 
booster between age 11 and 18. Adults up to age 65 can 
also get the Tdap booster to reduce their risk of getting 
gheopiie cough. 

Whooping cough starts with a runny nose, mild fever, 
and mild cough, similar to a common cold. Then symp- 
toms progress to severe spasms of coughing that can inter- 
fere with eating, drinking, and breathing, Infants and 
younger children often have more severe symptoms than 
older children, adolescents, and adults. 

Anyone with whooping cough should stay home and 
away from public activities, including school, daycare, and 
work, to avoid exposing others. “They should be treated 
with certain antibiotic medications,’ said Joshua Meyer- 
son, MD, Medical Director for the Health Department. 

“If given early enough, antibiotics can limit the spread of 
whooping cough to others. A course of preventive antibi- 
otic therapy may also be recommended for other mem- 
bers of the household and other close contacts of a peson 
being treated for whooping cough.” 

In addition to making sure immunizations are up-to- 
date; everyone can help prevent the spread of communica-

Why Patients Need to Opt Out 
_ of Third Party Health Insurance 


If the mandate to buy insurance survives con- 
stitutional challenges, individuals should con- 
sider defying the mandate and not purchasing 
insurance. Why is opting out a sound idea for 
patients? 

All third party payers limit options. Limita- 
tions will by necessity become more stringent 
as the system expands. The idea that “universal 
coverage” will make everything available to 
everyone is absurd. Care is a finite resource and 
it will be heavily rationed. Trading liberty for 
the illusion of “free” care is a fool’s bargain. 

Limitations begin with choice of physician. 
While many plans (even Medicare!) partially 


_ reimburse payments to out-of-network physi- 


cians, it’s discouraged by the financial structure. 
As more physicians drop third party payment, 
choices will become even more limited. Since 
the 21% cut in Medicare reimbursement to 
physicians did go through on April 1, Medicare 
beneficiaries will find it harder to find a physi- 
cian. 

Since participating physicians’ reimburse- 
ment is constrained, large numbers of patients 
are needed to generate adequate revenue. There 
are frequent distractions by requests for “prior 
authorization” (see below) and other time- 
wasters. The result is crowded waiting rooms 
followed by brief, rushed, and stressful encoun- 
ters with the doctor. High quality care is ren- 
dered all but impossible. 

Payers try to control costs by limiting access 
to consultants, expensive tests, drugs, hospital- 
ization, and procedures by requiring “prior au-

Choice of drugs is limited by a formulary—a 
list of “approved” drugs. The list is set up to 
maximize profit for the pharmacy benefit man- 
agers (e.g., Medco) by promoting drugs for 
which they have negotiated low prices. All pa- 
tients are unique and drugs are idiosyncratic. It 
is to the patients’ advantage to have a broad se- 
lection of pharmaceuticals, not a narrow one. 

Increasingly, treatment decisions are being 
controlled by payers through “payment-for-per- 
formance,’ where doctors get a bonus for treat- 
‘ing according to official “practice guidelines.” I 
will go into more detail about this in my next 


_ column. For now, suffice it to say that this pro- 


motes a “one-size-fits-all” approach—the an- 
tithesis of good, individualized care. 

The best solution for the vast majority of citi- 
zens is to open and fund a Health Savings Ac- 
count (HSA) linked to a high-deductible 
policy to insure against catastrophic illness. 
Routine health-related expenditures such as of- 
fice visits, drugs and many tests would be paid 
for directly from the HSA. Unused money 
grows, tax-deferred, year to year. Most people 
would never need to trigger their policy, and 
such insurance would be very cheap. Some 
states impose coverage mandates that make 
such arrangements impossible. This is why

Dear Dave, 

My mom filed bankruptcy about five years ago, and I 
thought that taught her a lesson. She’s on disability now, and 
makes only $600 a month. On top of all this, she’s piled up 
about $30,000 in credit card debt again. She’s even paid her 
utility bills and bought groceries with credit cards. I don’t 
know what to do. 

Barbara 


Dear Barbara, 

She can’t file bankruptcy again, because it’s still too close 
to the date of her first filing. It sounds to me like she’s going 
to have to face up to what she’s done, and make some serious 
behavior changes. The kind of stuff she’s doing is not only , 
addictive, it’s self-destructive. She’s trading a moment of 
pleasure for years of pain while that credit card bill grows 
into a monster! 

Personal finance isn’t rocket science. It’s 80 percent behav- 
ior, and 20 percent math. Plus, there are plenty of agencies 
out there that help disabled people find jobs, and help them 
remain active and productive in the workplace. When it 
comes to work, disabled doesn’t always mean unable. It’s 
amazing what people with disabilities can do, but the hard 
truth is that she’s still going to have to find a way to get her 
~ income up and cut her outgoing money way down. 

Sit down with her, and try to explain what’s happening 
and what she’s facing in a kind and loving way. Walk her 
through the process of making a monthly budget, too. You 
may run into some resistance, because parents often have a 
hard time accepting help from their kids. I call this “pow- 
dered butt syndrome.” Once someone has powdered your 
_ behind, they don’t always want to listen to your advice! 

She can turn this thing around, Barbara. But it’s going to 
take some persistence on your part to help make it happen.

I leased a car about two years ago, and I’m just now begin- 
ning to realize that it was big mistake. I’m throwing away 
tons of money. Is there any way to get out of a car lease?

Dear Randy, 

Now you see why I call it “fleecing,” don’t you? Never do a 
lease! It’s the most expensive way to operate a vehicle. 

Call the company and ask for the early buy-out or pay-off 
amount. Then, compare that figure with the value of the car. 
If the car is worth $19,000, and the early buy-out is $21,000, 
you'll have to scrape together $2,000 to make up the differ- 
ence. . 

If you don’t have that kind of cash sitting around, go to 
your local credit union or bank and get a small loan of 
$3,000 to $3,500. This will get you out of the “fleece” and — 
give you some cash left over to se a little beater to drive for 
awhile. | 

Get this done, and pay the ie back as quickly as possi- 
ble. Then, you can start saving up to pay cash for a really 
good, used car later!

AND WARP A PERSON IN THE 
ADULT YEARS? 


DR. DOBSON: No. It is well known 
that difficult childhoods leave some people 


~ wounded and disadvantaged, but for oth- 


ers, they fuel great achievement and suc- 
cess. The difference appears to be a 
function of individual temperaments and 
resourcefulness. 

In a classic study called “Cradles of Emi- 
nence,’ Victor and Mildred Goertzel inves- 
tigated the home backgrounds of three 
hundred highly successful people. The re- 
searchers sought to identify the early expe- 
riences that may have contributed to 
remarkable achievement. All of the sub- 
jects were well known for their accom- 
plishments; they included Einstein, Freud, 
Churchill and many others. 

The backgrounds of these people proved 
very interesting. Three-fourths of them 
came from troubled childhoods, enduring 


embroiled in psychological dramas of one 
sort or another. The researchers concluded 
that the need to compensate for disadvan- 
tages was a major factor in the drive to- 
ward personal achievement. 

One of the best illustrations of this phe- 
nomenon is seen in the life of Eleanor 
Roosevelt, a former first lady. Being or- 
phaned at ten, she underwent a childhood 
of utter anguish. She was very homely and 
never felt she really belonged to anybody. 


_ According to Victor Wilson, Newhouse 


News Service, "She was a rather humorless 
introvert, a young woman unbelievably _ 
shy, unable to overcome her personal inse- 
curity and with a conviction of her own in- 
adequacy.’ The world knows, however, that 
Mrs. Roosevelt rose above her emotional 
shackles. As Wilson said,\..From some 
inner wellspring, Mrs. Roosevelt sum- 
moned a tough, unyielding courage, tem- 
pered by remarkable self-control and 
self-discipline..." That "inner wellspring" 
has another appropriate name: compensa- 


cumstances for irresponsible behavior (e.g., 
poverty causes crime, broken homes pro- 


~ duce juvenile delinquents, a sick society 


imposes drug addiction on its youth). 
There is. some truth in this assumption, 
since people in those difficult ciccum- 
stances are more likely to behave in de- 
structive ways. But they are not forced to 
do so. To say that adverse conditions cause 
irresponsible behavior is to remove all re- 
sponsibility from the shoulders of the indi- 
vidual. The excuse is hollow. We must each 
decide what we will do with inner doubt 
and outer hardship. 

‘The application to an individual family 
should be obvious. If a child has gone 


through a traumatic experience or is physi- 


- cally disadvantaged, his or her parents 


need not give up hope. They should iden- 
tify his or her strengths and natural abili- 
ties, which can be used to overcome the 
hurdle. The problem that seems so formi- 
dable today may become the inspiration — 
for greatness tomorrow. |

When Holly Werlein traveled to 
the Cleveland Clinic with her mom 
back in 2006 she had no idea she 
was literally in for the surprise of her 
young life. | 

“While we. were there,” Holly re- 
calls, “my mom noticed my eyes 
were yellow. I hadn’t been feeling 
very well so the doctors check the 
level of my liver enzymes and discov- 


‘ered they were in the 2,000 range, 


while normal levels are in the teens. 
I was.immediately admitted and was 


about to have a very big life chang- 
_ ing experience.” 


Holly says she remembers the first 
couple of days at the hospital and 
then slipped into a near coma as tox- 
ins continued to build up in her 
liver, which only had about 20 per- 
cent functionality. After ten days, 
she was placed at “status one” for a 
liver transplant, and miraculously, 
one was found within eight hours of 
being put on the list. 

Today, at 25 years of age, she 
states, “I am living, breathing proof 
of the success of the organ donation 
program.” 

April is National Donate Life - 
Month, as instituted by the Donate 


. Life America and its members back 


in 2003. Here in Michigan, about 
1.7 million of the state’s 10 million 
residents are registered organ 
donors. Gift of Life Michigan re- 
ports that nearly 200,000 people 
signed up for the Michigan Organ 
Donor Registry in 2009. The organ- 
ization has set an aggressive goal of 
registering one million new poten- 
tial donors in 2010 in order to assist 
the average 17 Michigan residents 
who receive organ transplants every 
week, 

“The Gift of Life is amazing and 
we are all true miracles,’ states Holly 
Werlein. “I have now found that my 
purpose in life is to spread awareness 
and promote organ and tissue dona- 


tion. I am so passionate about it and . 


I know that’s why I was left here. I

tor on Transplant Cafe. It is an on- 
line community that serves as a 
supportive, fun place for those af- 
fected by transplantation.”

She also participated in the 
world transplant games in Australia 
this past August, winning two 
bronze medals in swimming and 
placing fourth in beach volleyball.
